and Mr. Ingram, who were beſt qualified, rea- 


ding and praying to the reſt, Yet two or three 
of them complain'd upon one another, as guilty 
of Swearing and Lying, for which they were re- 
prov'd and admoniſlid to abſtain from fuch Pra- 
ctices, as they lov'd their own Souls, which in a 
very ſhort time were to enter upon an eternal 
State of Happineis or Miſery. Such miſcarria- 
ges are not much to be wonder'd at in young 
Men accuſtom'd to an irregular, diſſolute Life. 


James Williams, and Daniel Mackawley, were all 


the time (except two or three Days after the 
Sentence when Williams attended the publick 
Worſhip in Chappel, and ſeem'd equally atten- 
tive with the reſt) they were in the Condemu'd 
Hold afflicted with grievous Sickneſs ; and both 


of 'em, eſpecially Mackawley, when they were 


exhorted and pray'd over, ingenuouſly confeſſing

William Ingram, of London, Mariner, was 
.Condemn'd for voluntarily, going on board a pi- 
r1te-Ship, named the Good-Fortune Brigantine, 


of which Thomas Anſtis, was then Captain, as the 
{id Brigantine lay at a Cape, to take in Water, 


and ſighning the Articles, about the Year, 1521; 
and continuing with the Pirates, after he might 
have made his eſcape, or gone his way, as ſeveral 
others Did,when Captain Anſtis, gave freedom to 
every Man todepart,who was not willing to remain 
in his Service; and for his being active in fighting 
with Ships which made oppoſition, and receiving 
35 J. as an officer's part of prize Mony; after 


the taking of two Dutch Ships and a Sloop (as 


de ſaid) with whom they had been engag'd. 


He was 50 Years of age, and appear'd always 
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very devout and attentive to the Prayers and ex-
